Judge/Executive Henry 
Bertram thanked the dis¬ 
patchers for their service. He 
said that no one could truly 
realize or appreciate how hard 
the dispatchers worked to pro¬ 
vide a safety net for their fel¬ 
low citizens. 

Judge Bertram issued the 
following proclamation: 
Severe weather can strike at 
any time in Kentucky, causing 
extensive and long- lasting 
effects upon Kentuckians and 
impacting personal lives, the 
social structure and the econ¬ 
omy on both the local and 
state levels; and whereas, 
Pendleton County Emergency 
Management is charged with 
the responsibility of preparing 
Pendleton County for all 
forms of natural disasters, 
including severe weather; and 
whereas, PCEM cooperates 
with state and federal govern¬ 
ment agencies, the National 
Weather Service, the Ken¬ 
tucky Preparedness Commit¬ 
tee, local emergency officials, 
and private corporations to 


prepare the citizens of Pendle¬ 
ton County for severe weath¬ 
er; and whereas, all Pendleton 
County citizens are encour¬ 
aged to participate in the 
2014 Statewide Tornado Safe¬ 
ty Drill to be held on March 
4, at approximately 10:07 
a.m. EST; Now, therefore, 
Henry Bertram, along with 
the Pendleton County Fiscal 
Court and the Pendleton 
County Emergency Manage¬ 
ment director, do hereby pro¬ 
claim March 2 through 8 as 
Severe Weather Awareness 
Week in Pendleton County, 
and urge all residents, as well 
as public and private institu¬ 
tions, to note its observance 
and take necessary action to 
prepare and protect our peo¬ 
ple and property that could be 
threatened as a result of severe 
storms.

In our society, come 
January, every good citizens 
major concern is to start 
preparing for the filing of 
his or her annual income 
taxes.

At the end of the 
year I go through the three 
bags stapling together all 
the papers that I need and 
placing them in one lone 
bag, which I take to my 
consultant. My goal is to 
come out even with 
“Uncle.” I don’t want him 
to owe me anything, and I 
hope I have paid him all I 
need to. It took a very 
impressive lesson one year 
before I developed this phi¬ 
losophy. 

The previous year’s tax 
forms had been prepared by 
my consultant and he 
looked at me with a half 
smile and informed me that 
his calculations showed that 
I owed a large sum for both 
federal and state taxes. He 
further commented that all 
I needed to do was to sign 
the forms and insert a check 
in each envelope. 

Boy, did my lip drop. 
My mood changed from 
relatively pleasant to a deep 
melancholy, as it became 
necessary for me to visit the 
bank and secure a loan in 
order that I could pay what 
I owed. After this incident I 
seemed to be rather “down 
in the mouth” and depressed 
for some months, thinking 
(What a way to start a new 
year!) From this point on, I 
have tried to break even 
with “Old Uncle,” at the 
end of the year. 

I suppose the most 
impressive statement that I 
have ever heard about taxes 
came from an old farmer 
whom I overheard as I was 
sitting in the outer office 
waiting for my tax consul¬ 
tant to do my taxes the next 
year. He and the old farmer 
were nearing the final stages 
of his yearly taxes, and I was 


able to get a side view 
through the slightly opened 
door as the young consul¬ 
tant handed the finished 
forms across the desk to the 
old fellow. I could tell by 
the consultant’s voice that 
the farmer would not be 
pleased with the final tally. 

He said, “Now Mr. 
Jones, if you will just sign 
your name here and make a 
check for $125.00 federal, 
and another check for 
$65.00 state, I will address 
the envelopes and see that 
get in the mail this 
afternoon.” 

The old farmer, who 
was dressed in bibbed over¬ 
alls and work boots, rubbed 
his beard and pulled his hat 
down a little, as if in deep 
meditation. He did not 
respond immediately, but 
after a few minutes of look¬ 
ing at the papers and medi¬ 
tating, commented, “Son, 
are you sure you figgered’ 
right?”

The consultant came 
back with, “Well, your 
income is pretty well “set in 
concrete,” but if you were 
to have a larger amount of 
expense, maybe that would 
make a difference.”

His final comment 
was, “Now don't get all 
worked up, but maybe we 
need to re-do this and make 
a few adjustments. All we

hay.” 


Legislative perspective on Kentucky General Assembly 



With this year’s legisla¬ 
tive session passing the 
halfway point last week, 
the pace of legislation mov¬ 
ing between the House and 
Senate is set to pick up 
significantly in the days 
ahead. 

Several bills have 
already cleared the General 
Assembly or are expected 
to soon. 

That includes a bill the 
House finalized on Thurs¬ 
day to help students with 
diabetes or who suffer from 
seizures. Current law pro¬ 
hibits them from receiving 
medicine in school from 
anyone other than family 
or a licensed health profes¬ 
sional, meaning parents 
often have to visit school 
when a nurse is not avail¬ 
able. Now, those with dia¬ 
betes will be able to self- 
administer insulin, and 
schools will be able to train 
staff to help them as well as 
those who have seizures. 

Another major initia¬ 
tive — creating an adult- 
abuse registry to help 
ensure abusers never have 
the chance again to harm 
someone else in their care 
- cleared a major hurdle 
that day as well, when 
House and Senate leaders 
pledged their support dur¬ 
ing a press conference with 
Governor Beshear. 

This has been a long¬ 
time priority in the House, 
and the Senate passed a 
version shortly after the 
press conference. It appears 
that a compromise will 
soon be reached, and that 
would enable care provid¬ 
ers to know if a current or 
potentially new employee 
has had a substantiated 
case of elder abuse or 
neglect in his or her past. It 
is worth noting that money 
to create this registry was 
budgeted in 2012, mean¬ 
ing it can be operational 
quickly. 

In addition to these 
health-related measures, 
the House approved anoth¬ 
er one last week that could 


have a major impact in 
reducing the number of 
people dying from cardiac 
arrest. 

House Bill 205 would 
call on all high schools to 
include basic CPR as part 
of their health curriculum. 
Many schools are already 
doing this, but we want to 
make sure that all students 
have training that saves 
lives. 

This is a major initia¬ 
tive of the American Heart 
Association, which reports 
that cardiac arrest strikes 
nearly 360,000 people a 
year outside of a hospital 
setting. Unfortunately, 
about 90 percent do not 
survive, and the lack of 
proper care like CPR is a 
main reason why. The 
American Heart Associa¬ 
tion estimates that, if all 50 
states implement this 
requirement in their high 
schools, the country would 
have a million newly 
trained people every few 
years. 

Another bill the House 
voted for last week is also 
designed to help others. 
House Bill 64, which has 
been through the chamber 
before, would give many 
who have been convicted 
of a Class D felony — the 
lowest of the four felony 
classes - a chance to have 
their record expunged five 
years after the completion 
of their sentence. 

Many of these Kentuck¬ 
ians are having a difficult 
time finding work because 
of their felony record, 
which may have occurred 
years if not decades earlier. 
The expungement process 
is already allowed for mis¬ 
demeanors, and there 
would be safeguards. For 
example, this would not 
apply if the person has a 
prior felony record, or if 
the crime involved abuse. 
Prosecutors and any vic¬ 
tims would have a chance 
to be heard as well. 

Two other bills clearing 
the House last week are 


targeted at those looking 
ahead to starting their edu¬ 
cation and those wonder¬ 
ing what career to pursue 
as they near the end of 
their time in the classroom. 
Under the first, the state 
would establish a “Books 
for Brains” program that 
would build on various 
local efforts that are pro¬ 
viding age-appropriate 
books to young children to 
foster a love of reading. 

The other bill, mean¬ 
while, would have state 
and postsecondary officials 
work together to post the 
employment rates and 
earnings by college degree 
at our public universities. 
This could prove to be a 
handy guide, especially for 
non-traditional students 
returning to the classroom. 

With March just a few 
days away, the end of this 
year’s legislative session is 
starting to come into focus. 
The House is expected to 
finalize its budget proposal 
in the next week or so and, 
as always during even- 
numbered years, will be 
ready to work with the 
Senate on a comprise in the 
session’s last few days. 

On a personal note, I 
was honored to host several 
county officials from Har¬ 
rison, Pendleton, Robert¬ 
son and Scott counties on 
Thursday last week as part 
of County Officials Day. 
Hundreds of local officials 
from throughout the state 
attended. 

I will of course keep 
you updated on how the 
legislative session progress¬ 
es during these final days. 
For now, please don’t hesi¬ 
tate to let me know your 
thoughts or concerns, 
because there is still plenty 
of time to contact me.

Please allow some back¬ 
ground so this encounter 
can be placed in some per¬ 
spective. 

Wesleyan Village where 
Janice and I reside during 
the winter is hardly a resort 
community. It was devel¬ 
oped for Wesleyan minis¬ 
ters and missionaries...fru¬ 
gally and is operated fru- 
ally...nice on the pocket- 
ook. 

Absent is the cookie cut¬ 
ter motif often seen in 
many villages in Florida. 
No huge swimming pool or 
exercise buildings or accou¬ 
trements which cost money. 
Only a recently built church 
that seats 650 defies this 
back-to-earth mentality. 
And, visitors are seemingly 
unimpressed by the church 
but like the back-to-nature 
atmosphere. And it is this 
dimension that is the focus 
of this week’s article. 

The village is nearly sur¬ 
rounded by farmland and 
old growth woodland from 
which various animals and 
birds spill over into the vil¬ 
lage: squirrel, raccoons, 
egrets, sand hill cranes, 
birds of many species, and 
an alligator, at least one, 
maybe more. A nature trail, 
approximately a mile in 
length, borders one side of 
the village. Occasionally, a 
very large osprey can be 
sighted high on a limbless 
tree waiting to catch a fish 
for dinner. Villagers have 
witnessed its dive and mar¬ 
vel at its wingspan, eye¬ 
sight, and ability to pluck a 
large fish from its habitat. 

Another villager 

observed a pair of sand hill 
cranes hatching a baby from 
a nest just over the fence 
from his domicile. The 
cranes, which mate for life, 
took turns sitting on the 
egg, male and female. The 
male would squawk and 
flap his wings at any enemy 
that approached the nest. 
And they took turns in nur¬ 
turing their baby when 
hatched. 

And, drawing increased 
attention in recent days is 
an alligator, approximately 
six feet long. It resides in 
two half acre ponds which 


are separated by a street 
which leads to the large and 
beautiful church which 
borders on Cortez Blvd. We 
had a visitor recently who 
was fascinated by its pres¬ 
ence. An ardent wild-lifer, 
he explained to me that the 
alligator was cold-blooded 
and was sunning itself to 
raise its body temperature 
so that it could move quick¬ 
ly enough to catch edible 
prey. He was only six feet 
from this reptile while I 
maintained a distance of 15 
feet or so, seated on a 
bench. His interest had kin¬ 
dled in our subgroup a 
curiosity about this reptile I 
had not seen before.

The drain was about 15 
feet from where they were 
sitting. 

S. “Yeah, kind of, but it’s 
not moving. Probably a 
rock that’s washed up” 

J. “Or a chunk of wood, 
relax! It’s nothing alive.” 

About this time, this 
chunk of wood moved a 
few inches out of the drain 
and it became obvious that 
it was the sole proprietor of 
the drain and that it was 
looking for dinner. 

Our three ladies jumped 
from their seats and scur¬ 
ried back to the street, cast¬ 
ing wary glances behind. 

D. “I hear they can run 
really fast!” 

The three of them broke 
into a canter, as much as 
their arthritis would allow 
when D., suddenly desisted 
into a walk again, smiling 
slightly. 

S. “Aren’t you afraid?” 

S. and J. also slowed to a 
fast walk. 

D.“Nooo! I figure all I need 
to do is to out run or out 
walk you two, and you all 
remind me of Chester in 
Gunsmoke!” 

All that could be heard 
for several minutes was the 
labored breathing of our 
adventuresome three! 


Bill to block Bluegrass Pipeline use of 
eminent domain advances to cheers

Scores of Bluegrass 
Pipeline opponents cheered 
Wednesday as the House 
Judiciary Committee 
approved a bill that would 
prevent the pipeline from 
going through property of 
landowners who do not 
want it. 

The committee voted 
11-1 for House Bill 31, 
which says that developers 
of natural gas liquids pipe¬ 
lines do not have the power 
of eminent domain to gain 
access to land. 

“I’m ecstatic,” said 
Cindy Foster, a Scott 
County landowner who 
said she rejected offers from 
pipeline developers to buy 
an easement through her 
land. “I’m just so thankful 
that most of the committee 
members were sympathetic 
to our concerns.” 

The Bluegrass Pipeline 
is being developed by two 
companies—Boardwalk 
Bluegrass Partners and the 
Williams Co. It would run 


from Bracken County 
south into Kentucky’s 
Bluegrass region and then 
west to Breckinridge Coun¬ 
ty, where it would link to 
an existing pipeline that 
would be repurposed. 

Opponents have voiced 
concerns about the safety 
of a natural gas liquids 
pipeline and the environ¬ 
mental damage that would 
be caused by leaking. 
Developers have said the 
line will be closely moni¬ 
tored and is safe, they say, 
far safer than other modes 
of transportation such as 
truck or rail. 

Rep. David Floyd, a 
Bardstown Republican and 
a co-sponsor of HB 31, 
told the committee 
Wednesday that the bill 
would not block the pipe¬ 
line. 

“This will not necessar¬ 
ily affect whether or not it 
comes,” Floyd said of the 
bill. But if the bill passes, 
Floyd said developers “are 
just going to have to come 
to an agreement with land- 
owners or go around the 


landowners that don’t want 
to have to do it.” 

Tom Droege, spokes¬ 
man for the Bluegrass Pipe¬ 
line, said in a statement 
after Wednesday’s vote, 
“Kentucky already has over 
12,000 miles of liquid fuels 
pipelines and singling out 
NGL (natural gas liquids) 
pipelines that are regulated 
in the same manner by the 
federal government is 
unnecessary.” 

Tom FitzGerald, direc¬ 
tor of the Kentucky 
Resources Council, said he 
was pleased with the bipar¬ 
tisan support for the bill. 
“This really is an issue that 
resonates all across the 
political spectrum. People 
don’t like to be pushed 
around,” FitzGerald said. 

The bill now goes to the 
House floor. Rep. John Til¬ 
ley, the Hopkinsville Dem¬ 
ocrat who is chief sponsor 
of the bill and chairman of 
the committee, said he 
believes it will pass the 
House. Tilley said he has 
not gauged the bill’s chanc¬ 
es in the Senate. 


Public meetings set for proposal to lift 
boat motor restrictions on six small lakes 


The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources will hold a series 
of public meetings to dis¬ 
cuss a proposal to lift motor 
restrictions on several small 
department-owned lakes in 
the state. 

A series of meetings will 
begin March 18 concerning 
Boltz Lake, Bullock Pen 
Lake and Corinth Lake in 
Grant County, Beaver Lake 
in Anderson County, Elmer 
Davis Lake in Owen Coun¬ 
ty and Kincaid Lake in 
Pendleton County. Adjoin¬ 
ing landowners and the 
angling public are encour¬ 


aged to attend these meet¬ 
ings. 

Currently, boaters can¬ 
not use a motor larger than 
10 horsepower on these 
lakes. The proposal would 
lift the horsepower restric¬ 
tion, but only allow larger 
motors to run at idle speed 
on these lakes. Idle speed 
restrictions would be strict¬ 
ly enforced. Boat motors 
that are 10 horsepower or 
less could continue to oper¬ 
ate at any speed. 

The proposed regula¬ 
tion would also affect Shan¬ 
ty Hollow Lake near Bowl¬ 
ing Green and Swan Lake 


in Ballard County. The 
public can submit com¬ 
ments concerning the pro¬ 
posal to lift horsepower 
restrictions on these two 
lakes during March and 
April by calling the depart¬ 
ment at 1-800-858-1549, 
or sending an email to the 
department at fw.fisheries@ 
ky.gov.

March is National Kid¬ 
ney Month, a great time to 
focus on kidney health and 
treatment. If you don’t know 
much about the topic, get 
informed - kidney disease is 
common and can be deadly. 

In fact, kidney disease is 
the ninth leading cause of 
death in America, according 
to the National Kidney 
Foundation, and the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention estimates that 
one in three Americans are 
at risk for kidney disease. 

Risk factors include high 
blood pressure, diabetes and 
a family history of a kidney 
disease. 

Staying Healthy 

Certain lifestyle changes 
can help promote healthy 
kidney function. Your doc¬ 
tor may prescribe a well- 
balanced diet low in choles¬ 
terol, sodium, processed 
foods and sugar. Get plenty 
of physical activity. Stay 
hydrated. Avoid unhealthy 
habits such as smoking. 

Talk to your doctor 
about your risk and preven¬ 
tive steps you can take. 

How Treatment Works 

In a healthy body, kid¬ 
neys clean the blood by 
removing excess fluid, min¬ 
erals and wastes. However, 
for patients with kidney fail¬ 
ure, kidneys don’t function 
properly and they need a 
medical treatment called 
dialysis to clean their blood. 

More than 430,000 peo¬ 
ple in the U.S. undergo 
dialysis at home or in clinics 
yearly, according to the 
United States Renal Data 
System. 

There are two types of 
dialysis: peritoneal dialysis 
and hemodialysis. Peritone¬ 
al dialysis uses a cleansing 
fluid that is instilled into the 
patient’s peritoneal cavity, 
the fluid-filled gap between 
the walls of the abdomen 


and organs, and then 
drained after a prescribed 
period of time. The patient’s 
own peritoneal membrane 
acts as a natural filter for 
removing excess fluids and 
wastes. 

Hemodialysis requires 
the patient to have a perma¬ 
nent access site to his or her 
cardiovascular system and 
uses a machine to remove 
blood from the patient, 
pump it through an artificial 
kidney that removes toxins 
and excess fluids, and then 
return the blood to the body. 

Home Hemodialysis 

For those undergoing 
hemodialysis, there is good 
news. At home care can ben¬ 
efit patients looking for 
more control of their care. 

Traditionally, patients on 
hemodialysis receive treat¬ 
ments at a dialysis clinic 
three days per week, lasting 
between three and five hours 
per visit. And patients must 
comply with the clinic 
schedule, requiring them to 
manage their treatments 
around the clinic’s availabil¬ 
ity. 


For some, home hemo¬ 
dialysis (HHD) may be a 
better alternative. With 
HHD, patients and care 
partners perform dialysis at 
home after successfully com¬ 
pleting HHD training with 
a nurse. 

Although home hemodi¬ 
alysis is not a new treatment 
option, many patients and 
physicians are unaware of its 
benefits. 

“Improvements in tech¬ 
nology have allowed more 
patients to bring dialysis 
treatment home, which 
means more flexibility to 
maintain their normal rou¬ 
tines,” says Mark Costanzo, 
President of the Renal Ther¬ 
apies Group at Fresenius 
Medical Care, a manufac¬ 
turer of renal care products.

Online security can help protect you from thieves 


The recent hacking theft 
of a large retailer’s database 
of millions of credit and 
debit card numbers should 
make everyone, even stu¬ 
dents, more careful about 
safeguarding their hard- 
earned money from cyber 
thieves. The following mea¬ 
sures can help, according to 
the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

Never provide personal 
information such as Social 
Security number, bank 
account or credit card num¬ 
bers in response to a phone 
call, fax, letter or email. If 
you get an email from a 
bank or company with 
which you do business, 
don’t click on any links in 
the email. The link may 
lead you to a fake web page 
run by thieves hoping you’ll 
enter personal information, 
or it may install spyware or 


malware on your computer. 
Instead, sign in through the 
website you normally use 
when you do business with 
that firm. 

Never provide bank, 
credit card or other sensitive 
data when visiting a website 
that doesn’t explain how 
your personal information 
will be protected, including 
the use of encryption to 
safely transmit and store 
data. 

If you’re using an ATM 
card or debit card, ensure 
no one standing nearby can 
see your personal identifica¬ 
tion number (PIN). 

On your personal com¬ 
puter, install a free or low- 
cost firewall to stop intrud¬ 
ers from gaining remote 
access to your PC. Down¬ 
load and frequently update 
security patches offered by 
your operating system and 
software vendors to correct 


weaknesses that a hacker 
could exploit.

Student aid programs can help pay college costs 


The federal government 
sponsors numerous finan¬ 
cial aid programs that can 
help students and their par¬ 
ents pay college expenses. 
This brief summary from 
the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA) describes the 
more common federal grant 
and loan programs. Grants 
generally do not have to be 
repaid, but loans do. 

• Federal Pell Grant: 
Pell Grants provide up to 
$5,645 per year for under¬ 
graduates with financial 
need. 

• Federal Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity 
Grant: grants that provide 
up to $4,000 per year for 
undergraduate students 
who have exceptional finan¬ 


cial need. 

• Federal Perkins Loan: 

loans for students with 
exceptional financial need. 
Undergraduates can get up 
to $5,500 per year, while 
graduate students can get 
up to $8,000 per year. 

• Direct Subsidized 
and Unsubsidized Loans: 
These loans are available to 
undergraduate, graduate 
and professional students. 
The amount students may 
borrow depends on their 
year in school. 

• Federal PLUS Loan: 
Parents of dependent 
undergraduate students 
may qualify for PLUS 
Loans, depending on the 
parents’ credit ratings. The 
amount available depends 
on how much other finan¬ 


cial aid the student receives. 
Graduate and professional 
students may apply for 
PLUS Loans if they have 
exhausted their Subsidized 
and Unsubsidized Loan eli¬ 
gibility. 

The free application for 
Federal Student Aid 
(FAFSA) is used to apply 
for all of these programs. 
Families seeking a PLUS 
Loan must also submit a 
separate application.

What you should know about acute heart failure 


It’s easy to be misled by 
the many misconceptions 
about heart disease — for 
example — that it only 
affects the elderly or those 
with unhealthy diets. 

But in reality, every 40 
seconds someone in Ameri¬ 
ca dies from heart disease, 
making it a leading cause of 
death in the country. 

One of the most impact¬ 
ful heart diseases affecting 
millions of Americans is 
acute heart failure (AHF), 
which significantly reduces 
life expectancy and impacts 
quality of life. 

Although HF sounds 
final, it does not mean the 
heart has actually "failed" or 
stopped. Rather, it occurs 
when the heart is unable or 
“fails” to pump enough oxy¬ 
gen-rich blood through the 
body. 

AHF can occur in peo¬ 
ple who have never had 
heart failure (HF) before or 


when people with chronic 
HF suffer critical episodes 
where symptoms become 
worse and urgent hospital 
treatment is required. 

AHF is not the same as a 
heart attack, cardiac arrest, 
or a heart rhythm abnor¬ 
mality, although those con¬ 
ditions and others may con¬ 
tribute to the AHF episode. 

The most common 
symptoms of AHF include 
shortness of breath, known 
as dyspnea, which can sub¬ 
stantially incapacitate a per¬ 
son. Fluid build-up in the 
lungs and throughout the 
body is another common 
symptom and is often 
described by patients as a 
sensation that feels close to 
drowning. 

“Every episode of AHF 
results in a downward spiral 
of worsening health and 
damage to vital organs such 
as the heart and kidneys 
which decreases the patient’s 


chance of surviving another 
episode,” says Dr. Hal 
Skopicki a cardiologist at 
Stony Brook Medical Cen¬ 
ter in New York. “Anyone 
experiencing AHF symp¬ 
toms should seek immedi¬ 
ate medical attention.” 

Patients at-risk of AHF 
should understand that 
seeking prompt, accurate 
diagnosis and treatment is 
critical to long-term surviv¬ 
al. Then, once discharged 
from the hospital, educa¬ 
tion and support are keys to 
making the necessary life¬ 
style changes that can help 
avoid another episode.

NOTICE OF APPROVED ORDINANCE 

The Pendleton County Fiscal Court has approve the following Ordinance 
entitled as follows: 

PENDLETON COUNTY FISCAL COURT 
ORDINANCE NO. 623 

An ordinance of and by the Pendleton County Fiscal Court laying out 
regulations, guidelines and penalties for dealing with Right-of-Way 
Encroachment and Construction Permit policy. 

This Ordinance provides for, among other things, the process by which in¬ 
dividuals, governmental agencies and utilities may obtain access to county 
roads and to perform work upon the right-of-way of any county road. The 
Ordinance provides for the process of obtaining permits for said work and 
the associated fees. The Ordinance sets forth requirements which must be 
met for excavation, safety and drainage. The Ordinance also addresses re¬ 
strictions for entrances and related roadway modifications. The Ordinance 
also provides for the method of enforcement and penalties for violations 
of its provisions. 

A full copy of the approved Ordinance is available for inspection at the 
office of the Pendleton County Judge/Executive, Courthouse, Falmouth, 
Kentucky. The Ordinance was considered for passage at the meeting of 
the Pendleton County Fiscal Court at 7:00 p.m. on Tuesday February 25, 
2014 in the Fiscal Court Meeting Room of the Pendleton County Court¬ 
house at Falmouth, Kentucky.

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Maintaining conventional 
septic systems 


Septic systems are used 
in Kentucky where munic¬ 
ipal sewage treatment is 
not available. They are an 
effective, long-standing 
method of collecting, 
treating and disposing of 
homeowner wastewater, 
provided they are properly 
sited and installed. How¬ 
ever, a well-sited, properly 
sized and installed system 
will fail if not properly 
maintained. A failed septic 
system creates problems 
such as noxious odors, 
lower property values, sur¬ 
face water contamination 
and groundwater pollu¬ 
tion and may be a health 
hazard. Repair and replace¬ 
ment costs are consider¬ 
able. 

You can find additional 
information on assessing 
septic system performance 
and reducing the potential 
risk of groundwater con¬ 
tamination from a KY-A- 
Syst publication: House¬ 
hold Wastewater Treat¬ 
ment (IP-44.) You can use 
this self-evaluation to 
determine performance 
and for keeping the system 
maintained. 

You can assemble sev¬ 
eral components to create 
an effective septic system. 
But the most common sys¬ 
tem Kentucky homeown¬ 
ers use is called a conven¬ 
tional system and consists 
of a septic tank and drain- 
field. The septic tank is a 
reinforced, watertight, 
concrete box buried in the 
ground near the house to 
provide primary treatment 
of the wastewater. 

Sound operation and 
maintenance practices 
include water conserva¬ 
tion, keeping harmful sub¬ 
stances out of the system 
and having your system 
inspected and pumped on 
a regular basis. Good oper¬ 
ation and maintenance 
practices start with every¬ 
one in the household 
knowing what damages 
the septic system. Having 
a diagram of the complete 
system indicating distanc¬ 
es and locations of the 
tank and drainfield helps 
avoid practices that can 
harm the drainfield and 
assists in regular mainte¬ 
nance activities. 

Pumping the septic 
tank regularly is probably 
the single most important 
thing you can do to pro¬ 
tect the system. You should 
remove the solids that set¬ 
tle out in the tank every 
three to six years depend¬ 
ing on water usage and the 
amount of inorganic mate¬ 
rials entering the system. A 
guide to follow with a 
1,000-gallon tank is to 
pump every three years for 
a household of four or 
more people and pump 
every six years for one with 
two people (increase times 
by one-half for 1,500-gal¬ 
lon tanks.) 

You also can determine 
when you need to pump 
by opening the top of the 
tank and making some 
measurements and obser¬ 
vations. Never inspect a 
tank alone, and never go 
down into a tank. Toxic 
gases are produced by the 
natural treatment process¬ 
es in the tank and can kill 
quickly. Pump the tank 
when the sludge layer at 
the bottom of the tank is 
18 inches deep or the 
scum layer thickens to 
within 3 inches of the out¬ 
let baffle or sanitary tee 
outlet. 

Solids should be 
removed by a certified 
tank pumper and disposed 
of in an approved manner 
and location. Be sure that 
the pumper removes all of 
the material in the tank. It 
is not necessary to leave 
some sludge to “restart” 
the biological processes; 
nor is it necessary to scrub 
or disinfect the tank. 

When not removed in 
a timely manner, overflow¬ 
ing solids from the tank 
accumulate in the drain- 
field clogging the soil and 
backing up the system. 
This damages the drain- 
field and may require con¬ 
structing a new drainfield 
in a different location on 
the property. 


The drainfield is the 
most important compo¬ 
nent of a conventional 
septic system. It provides 
final treatment of waste- 
water. The more water 
used in the household, the 
greater the possibility of 
having problems with the 
drainfield. Careful and 
regular maintenance of the 
tank extends drainfield 
life. 

Water conservation 
reduces the amount of 
wastewater delivered to 
the drainfield. Keeping 
faucets and toilets from 
leaking with periodic 
checks and repairs certain¬ 
ly reduces wastewater. Do 
not allow foundation 
drains, roof gutters and 
other surface waters to 
enter the septic system. 

Be aware of products or 
household systems that 
can damage or reduce the 
effectiveness of the septic 
system. Reducing garbage 
disposal use reduces the 
amount of solids going to 
the septic tank. House¬ 
holds with garbage dispos¬ 
al units produce about 
double the solids as those 
without such units. 

The scum layer on top 
of the wastewater in the 
septic tank is primarily 
made up of oils, fats and 
grease from the kitchen. 
When homeowners use 
hot water to flush grease or 
fat down the drain, it may 
pass through the tank 
directly into the drainfield 
lines where it can rapidly 
clog soil pores. 

Placing even small 
quantities of pesticides, 
paint thinners, solvents, 
drain cleaners, poisons 
and other harsh household 
chemicals into the septic 
system can kill the 
microbes in the tank and 
drainfield that decompose 
solids and purify the 
wastewater. Unfortunately, 
some organic solutions are 
not treated in the septic 
tank and can flow directly 
into the drainfield where 
they are not effectively 
treated by the soil before 
reaching the groundwater. 

You need a generic 
groundwater protection 
plan for all septic systems 
in Kentucky, which you 
may find at your local 
county extension office, 
local libraries and most 
local health departments. 
Questions related to these 
plans should be addressed 
to the Kentucky Division 
of Water.

carrots!” Are 
phrases echoed by many 
children at mealtimes, but 
it doesn’t have to be this 
way. Parents can do several 
things to get children to eat 
and enjoy a variety of fruits 
and vegetables. 

Fruits and vegetables 
are important sources of 
fiber and many vitamins 
children need for their 
health, growth and devel¬ 
opment. The U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture’s 
MyPlate is a guideline for 
how to eat healthy. MyPlate 
suggests vegetables and 
fruits comprise half of a 
typical meal. Children 
develop food preferences at 
an early age so the earlier 
and more often children 
eat vegetables, the better. 

Many children claim 
they do not like certain 
vegetables when they’ve 
never tasted them. Make 
sure your children taste a 
particular vegetable before 
they decide not to like it. 
Sometimes children don’t 
like the way a vegetable is 
prepared, which causes 
them believe they don’t like 
a vegetable. If your chil¬ 
dren don’t like a cooked 
vegetable, try offering it 
raw or mixed with other 
foods and vice versa. You 
can set a good example for 
your children by consum¬ 
ing more vegetables and 
fruits yourself, especially 
during family mealtimes 
when children are watch¬ 
ing you. 

Parents should make 
sure children have ready 
access to fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles. Make sure vegetables 
of some form are offered at 
every meal. Offering a vari¬ 
ety of vegetables at meal¬ 
time will allow children to 
pick the one they like. Pre¬ 
washing and keeping small 
bags of vegetables in the 
refrigerator allow the child 
to easily access and eat veg¬ 
etables as snacks. 

Children are more like¬ 
ly to try things that they’ve 
helped prepare. Growing a 
garden, letting your child 
help you cook and visiting 
a farmers market or grocery 
store and allowing them to 
select the vegetables are 
good ways to get children 
to eat vegetables. 

Remember that serving 
sizes for children are small¬ 
er than adult serving sizes. 
A general guideline is one 
serving equals one table¬ 
spoon of a vegetable for 
each year of the child’s age. 
Also remember that chil¬ 


dren are individuals and 
vary in how much they eat 
and what they like. 

If your child still refuses 
a particular vegetable, keep 
trying. Children tend to 
fear new foods, and many 
times it will take them 
eight to 10 tries before 
they are ready to taste the 
vegetable. It may take 
them even longer to decide 
they like it. 

Vegetables should be 
offered in a relaxed envi¬ 
ronment. Forcing, threat¬ 
ening, punishing or offer¬ 
ing a reward for eating 
vegetables have proven to 
be unsuccessful strategies 
to get children to eat and 
like vegetables.

Each 
camp will have an on-site 
emergency medical techni¬ 
cian at all times to take care 
of campers’ needs.
